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' Willie the Examiner has considered the response to the rejection of claims 1 1-13 and 20-38. While the Applicant continues to argue that 
the combination of references used to reject tlie above claims is improper in view of the teachings of Hsu et al. The Applicant presents an 
argument that Hsu et al. teach that Crataegus is useful for the treatment of hypertension and not chlorogenic acid and caffeic acid. 
However, Hsu et al. does teach that caffeic and chlorogenic acid are active ingredients of Crataegus which would imply to one of ordinary 
skill in the art that the active ingredients are responsible for the hypertension treatment by Crataegus. Therefore in view of Supreme court 
decision of KSR v. Teleflex, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to try the known active ingredients of Crataegus for hyper 
tension therapy. 

Furthermore while the Applicant argues that the effects of synergism of caffeic acid and ferulic acid are apparent in view of the result of of 
Table 1 . Especially comparing, at the 1 hour point, Test Plots 1-3 to Test Plots 4 and 5. However the Examiner fails to see the statistical 
difference especially in view of the standard deviation. Therefore the Examiner feels that his initial evaluation of this argument presented 
in the Final Office action (mailed 6/1/07) remains valid in the absence of arguments to the contrary 
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
